WOMAN'S WOEL1), 


YOUNG WOMEN AS TICKET AGENTS 


IN BROOKLYN. 


Won't, Sit in the Front How—-For Rose- 


buds of Marriage—Pretty Souvenirs. 
What Miss Potter Has Done—Will Wo- 
men Combine?—Wedding Gowns. 
Tho recent appointment of two •wo- 


men ns ticket agents at the Boernm 
place station of the Kings County Ele- 
vated railway has led others to apply 
for places. They are told there are no 
vacancies at present, but their names 
often aro takon and reserved for future 
reference. In the absence of General 
Manager William T, Qoundie a repre- 
sentative of the company said recently 
that positively none of the men would 
be turned away to make room for 
women. 


"But," it was fcsked, "ia it to be the 


rule hereafter that women will be ap- 
pointed to fill vacancies aa they may 
occur?" 


"There is no reason why women 


should not be appointed," was the reply. 
"We believe they will prove honest and 
capable." 


The official, however, would not com- 


mit himself as to whether or not this 
was to be the future policy of the com- 
pany. There are drawbacks to the em- 
ployment of women. A ticket agent on 
the elevated roads, 'as everybody knows, 
has often to deal with some pretty ugly 
customers. 
The two women who are 


now acting as ticket agents are not de- 
terred by this consideration. 


Of tho two female ticket agents, one 


goes on duty at 5 a. m. and stays until 3 
p. m.—ten hours. She is relieved then 
by the other, who remains until 1 
o'clock the nest morning—ten hours. 
They will be expected to work seven 
days in the week, the same as the men. 
He said they understand this, and had 
offered no objection. It is said the road 
had economy in view when it introduced 
the innovation. Tho men are paid $12 
per week, whereas the women receive 
$9. A saving of $3 a week out of each 
of the eighty-eight ticket agents on the 
road would meaii $264 a week for the 
owners.—iTow York Sxin.

The Source of the East Fork Placers 


Believed to Have Been Found In an 
Extensive Quartz Ledge. 


For years the fine float gold along I ho 


east fork of tha Carson river baa attracted 
the attnntion of prospectors but only n few 
have fouod galcl enough to remunerate 
them for their labor. 
Prospectors have 


scanned the bills from the place whero the 
Carson mer emerges from the mountains 
up os far as Silver mountain iu a vain effort 
to find the fountain head—the main ledge 
from which the float goM is supposed to 
have come. 
Mr. Willord was in the Genoa 


Courier office last Tuesday and gave a 
full statement of his discovery. As he 
tells it, in company with his partner J. K. 
McDonald, and Orson West he came down 
;he river aud camped at Horseshoe Bend. 
At that Point Mr. Willard prospects! the 
croppingg of a ledge aud out of twenty- 
mo horns taken from different places 
across the ledge ha got twenty good pros- 
lects. 


Mr. Willarcl dtscribes tha ledge as run- 


ning 15 degrees eiet of south and 15 de- 
grees west of north; the oroppings show 
t to be from eighteen to twenty feet widu 
n the BUtfnca and lying back of rv lime 
ormation which contains tracts of quarlz 
The ledge matter consists of iron and 
iiurtz mixed, aud he believes it will be 
tousiderably decomposed when depth is 
illumed. The river ouis eutiieiy through 
he ledgo in places and shaves it at ether 
'dints. 
Wherever the river has exposed 


he ledge signs of placer mining can be 
een a shoit distance below. 
Mr. Williams statas that tho lay of the 


ountry is such that drift from the lower 
nJ of the ledge would naturally wash 
ut across Mr. Springmeyer'o land where 
prospect was found a year ego lust May

At this season the temperature is lia 


ble to fall many degrees in a few hours, 
and the Indian summer morning may 
be (succeeded by •wintry blasts at night. 
It is therefore very difficult to arrange 
tho clothing of a little child so as to pro- 
tect it properly I'rom these sudden 
changes, and colds are almost inevitable. 
A baby's cold is often a very distressing 
matter to the mother. She knows how 
liable on apparently harmless cold is to 
become a fatal inflammation of the 
lungs. No cold of an infant should for 
a moment be neglected. See at once 
that the child is thoroughly protected 
by flannels, if it is not so already. 


Notice especially that the feet are kept 


in warm, woolen socks or hose, which 
must be secured so that they cannot be 
kicked off. Greasing the baby's nose 
with a little mutton tallow and rubbing 
in a drop or two of camphor certainly 
relieves a cold in the head, although it is 
an old wife's remedy. If the baby shows 
any hoarseness lose not a moment, but 
lay on the chest a flannel cloth dipped 
in sweet oil, or rubbed thick with mut- 
ton tallow, over which a tablespoonful 
of camphor nas been sprinkled. Heat 
this greased and camphorated cloth and 
apply it as hot aa it can be borne, cover- 
ing it with a piece of dry flannel to re- 
tain the heat and to keep it from greas- 
ing the child's clothing. Before this 
cloth is cold replace it by another hot 
one. 
After such treatment a child will 


often fall asleep and wake np entirely 
recovered. 


If the hoarseness continues, however, 


or shows any signs of growing worse, a 
physician should be summoned at once, 
as moments of a baby's sickness are 
equivalent to hours in grown persons' 
illness. The strongest child requires the 
tenderest and most unremitting care to 
bring it through infancy strong and 
sound, without any organic weakness, 
which may develop in after 
years. 


When the child's cold settles in the 
bowels nothing is better than an appli- 
cation of flannels wrung oat in hot 
liquor, laid over the stomach and ab- 
domen, and covered with drv flannel.— 
New York Tribune. 


A Home Society for Girls. 


At last New York is to have a home— 


a free, respectable American home, 
where young women out of employment 
can find shelter, sympathy and substan- 
tial aid. The institution is to be the 
same sort of a place as a public school, 
with no more charity, religion, politics 
or restriction, and will be supported and 
maintained by the French Evangelical 
church of the «ity «f Hew York. The 
certificate of incorporation kas been filed 
in the county alork's eAce and the work 
of establishment will boffin at once, the 
board at managers iaclvduig Mrs. Lena 
Roberts, Era. Caroline Lecoultre, Mrs. 
Marie Groajeaos, Mrs. Emilie Swyeffort, 
the Ker. •. i,.

E. Roberts. 


The To»ag Women's Home society 


will provide unemployed young women 
whose occupation is that of a teacher, 
maid or domestic with a pleasant home 
and good > board. Medical attendance 
will be furnished the sick, decent and 
comfortable clothing provided for the 
needy, together with financial aid, good 
counsel and friendly support and encour- 
agement. The needs of the girl will be 
sufficient plea for admission, and, as in 
the regulation of a public hotel, good 
conduct will serve as a guarantee of 
good character. The catechising to which 
the applicant will be subjected is in 
tended for industrial use only, in order 
to acquaint the eiaminer with her ability. 


Suitable and profitable employment 


will be found for her without any charges 
or fees whatever. 


Intended to benefit the French girl 


directly, it is not decisive whether other 
nationalities will be debarred from the 
privileges of tho home. There is some 
need in New York city for a dozen just 
auch organizations as the Home society 
promises to be.—N«w York World. 


Tho National Council of Women. 


The National Council of Women of 


the United States, organized m the 
spring of 1888, will hold the first of its 
triennial meetings in February, 1891, in 
Albaugh's opera house, in Washington. 
It will last four days, including seven 
public sessions. 


Eleven of the most important national 


organizations of women in the country 
have entered the council. As soon as 
any organization enters the council, its 
president becomes an acting vice presi- 
dent in the council, and it has also the 
right to appoint one person to represent 
it on the executive board. This board 
Includes the general officers of the coun- 
cil, together with the presidents of all 
organizations belonging to it, and one 
delegate besides its president from every 
organization. 
, The corresponding secretary of the 
council, Mrs. May Wright Sewall, 848 
North Pennsylvania street, Indianapolis, 
will gladly answer all inquiries ad- 
dressed to her, and will see that every 
provision is made for the appropriate 
representation on the programme of all 
departments of work in whose prosecu- 
tion the women of the country have ef- 
fected national organizations. 


It is hoped that women interested in 


women's work will respond to this call 
and give the aid necessary to render the 
first triennial meeting worthy of the ob- 
iects in whose behalf tho National Coun- 
cil was formed.—Kate Field's Washing-

They are 
simply showing by what they do that 
they aro the equal of man and that the 
ballot in their hands would not only be 
safe, but wisely used for the betterment 
of the people and development of a state 
that is coming to the front with greater 
strides than any other in the Union.—

CAHFOENIA GRAPES, 


THEY ARE GROWN IN NEARLY EVERY 


PART OF THE STATE, 


There Is an Area of 400,000 Acres In 


Tines in the United States—The Prod- 
uct Is 10,000,000 Gallons of Wine 
and 320.OOO Tons of Table Grapes. 
"I have no doubt that it will surprise 


even grape and wine growers themselves 
to know that there are invested in vine- 
yards and wine cellars in the United 
States over $155,000,000," said Col. H. 
Gardner, special agent of the census 
office for the collection of statistics re- 
lating to viticulture, a branch of agri- 
culture which has never before received 
any official attention in this country, 
find by statistics, which are now col- 
lected for the first time," said Col. Gard- 
ner, "that there aro in round numbers 
400,000 acres of land in this country 
planted to vineyards. 


"This is on increase of 230,000 acres in 


vineyard area during the post ten years, 
and an increase of over $10,000,000 a yeai 
in the capital invested. 
Of the area ol 


bearing vines in the country California 
alone has 150,000 acres, including 25,000 
acres of raisin grapes. That state also 
has of the total investment of c'apita 
nearly $78,000.000. Between 80,000,000 
iina*40*,ODO",OOOgallons'of wine ore made 
in the 'United States in a year, of which 
California ; produces jnore than half. 
Sev<jp-e:ighths of the grapes of California 
go to the wine press. Four-fifths of the 
grapes grown in all the rest of the 
United States are for table use. Cali- 
fornia alone grows the raisin grape. 


"I spent three months in California 


giving official attention to its viticultura 
interests. Although every county in the 
state produces grapes, the principa' 
counties of the vine are Napa, Sonoma 
Fresno, Santa Clara, San Diego. San 
Barnardina and Los Angeles, although 
there are many others of more or less 
importance. The counties of Fresno 
San Bamardino, San Diego and Tulare 
comprise the great raisin district, one 
cure 2,000,000 boxes a year, a prodnc' 
worth at least $3,000,000. The grapes 
grown for raisins are the Muscat 
Alexandria and the Muscat del Gardo 
Blanco. 
These counties grow large 


quantities of wine grapes also, and the 
sweet wines of California come princi 
pally from that district. Fresno count; 
has 25,000 acres of vineyards, Sonoma 
21,000 and Napa 16,000. 


"The grapes grown in California to 


day include every variety that has 
made the vineyards of Europe famous 
The cultivation of the grape in Califor 
nia dates back to the days of the olc 
Spanish friars, the Franciscan fathers 
who brought with thorn from their na 
tive land cuttings of a grape popular 
there. Just what the true name of the 
grape was nobody seems to know now 
and very few care, foi while there are 
in bearing today some of tho vineyards 
or vinos set out by the jolly Franciscan! 
a century or move ago, the grape is no1 
in high esteem nowadays. It has al 
ways J-oen known as the mission grape 


"The old mission vineyard buppl 


grapes for the tablo and the wine press 
in California until a comparatively shor 
time ago. Then a Hnngaiian grapi 
known as tha Zinfandel was introduced 
This newcomer was handsome, provec 
to be a generous producer, and took the 
popular heart. 


"It proved to be an unfortunate one 


for it seemed so easy to grow the Zinfan 
del that everybody planted vineyards 
When they began to bear they bore with 
a vengeance. 
The markets becami 


choked with grapes, and prices wen 
down to disastrous figures. It became 
apparent that the Zinfandel was an in 
ferior grape after all, and to cap the cli 
max the phylloxera camo down on the 
Hungarian importation and bore it away 
vineyard after vineyard. 


"No new vineyards were replantec 


with the Zinfandel, and tha vine is be 
ing replaced with the choicest and hardi- 
est varieties of wine grapes from the fa 
mous districts of Europe, including Cab- 
ernet Sauvignon, Carbanet Franc, Mai- 
bock, Tarnat, Merlot and St Laurent 
grapes from the Bordeaux districts 
Mataros grapes from Palos; Semilloni. 
and Sauvignons from Sauterne; Pinoi 
and Petite Sirrah grapes from the Bur- 
gundy districts; Johannisbergers, Tra- 
miners and Franken Rieslings from tha 
storied Rhine; Chasselos grapes from 
Alsace-Lorraine, and the rich Burgers 
from Moselle. It is from these grapes 
that the wines of California are pressed. 


"The famous Challose and Folle 


Blanche, cognac grapes, are also largely 
grown, the wine frorn them being made 
into brandy. < Then 4here are the rich 
Spanish Muscats and tha-favorite Hun- 
garian taljle grape, the Flaming Tokay.
